PMINAGE. 

Durin  ;  the  year  schemes  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  dealing  with  Corfu  Mullen  (East  End),  Sixpenny  Handley,  West 
Parley  and  part  of  Perndown. 

*  ..  *  i 

The  proposals  in  respect  of  East  End,  Corfe  Mullen,  and  Sixpenny 
Handley  have  been  agreed  and  await  a  starting  date.  A  Ministry  investigation 
was  held  in  November,  1955,  and  the  Council’s  Officers  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  Inspector  outline  proposals  for  those  areas  surrounding  the  Urban 
District  which  could  conveniently  be  drained  into  that  Authorit  y’s  sewers 
when  laid. 


Progress  in  making  new  connections  at  Cranborne  is  still  slow 
and  to  date  out  of  107  private  dwellings  or  properties  60  have  been  connected 
to  the  sowers  and  thus  there  are  still  A7  properties  to  bo  connected. 

There  are  in  addition  35  Council  houses  in  the  village  of  Cranborne,  all  of 
which  are  connected  with  the  public  sewers. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


From  the  1st  April  onward  a  more  frequent  collection  was  put  into 
operation,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  fortnightly  collection  in  the  more  built- 
up  areas  is  much  appreciated.  The  "fore  and  aft  tipper"  vehicle  purchased 
last  year  has  proved  to  be  a  most  useful  acquisition  and  capable  of  carrying 
a  much  greater  load  of  refuse  than  the  original  "  side-loader"  vehicles  bought 
in  1951. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  waste  merchants  were  no  longer 
able  to  accept  salvage  to  the  sane  amount  as  before,  and  it  became  necessary  to 
destroy  quantities  of  waste  which  in  the  past  had  brought  in  a  useful  income. 

CLEANSING  SERVICE . 


This  service  has  been  kept  busy  throughout  the  year  and  it  has  been 
possible  to  deal  with  requests  within  a  reasonable  time.  The  system  of  offering 
rebates  for  fixed  contracts  over  a  period,  of  a  year  has  assisted  in  spreading 
out  orders,  and  in  this  connection  enabled  delays  to  be  reduced. 

Little  use  of  the  sewage  is  made  by  the  farmers,  although  in  the 
two  cases  where  we  have  been  able  to  make  arrangements  it  is  reckoned  to  bo  of 
considerable  value  in  improving,  productivity.  In  most  cases  in  the  Northern 
part  of  the  district,  we  have  been  assisted  by.  local  farmers  who  arc  willing  to 
allow  the  odd  load  or  two  to  be  tipped,  and  so  avoid  long:  and  expensive  hauls. 

MOVEABLE  WELLE IGL . 

The  Lumber  of  licensed  sites  is  seven  covcrin  232  caravans. 

75  individual  licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  a  welcome  reduction  in  the  number  of  odd  caravans 
being  placed  on  land  without  reference  to  the  Council.  Close  association  is 
maintained  \  ith  the  Surveyor  so  that  all  applications  are  considered  by  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and  also  the  Plans  Committee. 

The  licensed  sites  have  been  maintained  with  due  regard  to  ftihe 
Council’s  requirements  and  generally  speaking  conditions  on  the  sites  arc 
satisfactory.

The  necessity  for  obtaining  a  tenant’s  consent  to  p&f  an  increased 
rent  has  in  some  cases  produced  a  stalemate.  The  demand  few  iiiiprwed 

living  conditions  has  been  quickly  dispelled  fcy  a  r’eiUeSt  for'  a  material 
increase  6?  rent. 


Work  on  the  improvement  of  unfit  houses  lies  also  continued  steadily, 
43  properties  have  been  brought  to  the  Council  for  consideration  during  the 
year. 


Although  standards  arc  low  in  these  cottages,  the  occupiers  arc 
frequently  reluctant  to  leave  then  particularly  as  in  some  eases  they  have 
spent  their  life  there.  Where  people  of  advanced  years  arc.  concerned,  it 
often  transpires  that  they  pay  only  a  nominal  rent  and  by  comparison  the 
rent  of  a  Council  bungalow  represents  an  increase  of  from  gOO^b  to  1200/b.

It  will  be  seen  that  full  inspection  of  all  carcases  was  undertaken 
throughout  the  year. 

Early  in  the  year  Hr.  barton  obtained  an  appointment  with  the 
T. Wolverhampton  Corporation.  In  October,  the  Council  appointed  Mr.  ih  Loam 

of  Pewsey  Rural  District  Council,  as  an  additional  Inspector,  in  order  to 
provide  assistance  at  the  Abattoir  when  required  and  also  for  general  duties. 
Although  there  was  the  normal  seasonable  increase  in  the  number  of  animals, 
the  two  Inspectors  at  Uddons  were  able  to  cope  with  the  work. 


Refer once  was  made  in  the  last  Annual  Report  to  the  necessity  for 
adequate  control  to  be  provided  over  the  disposal  of  condemned  meat. 

Fortunately  we  have  received  the  fullest  support  from  the  Slaughterhouse 
Manager  in  this  natter,  but  nevertheless  it  is  most  essential  that  there  should 
be  no  further  procrastination  over  this  problem.  The  need  has  been  recognised 
(by  the  former  Ministry  -f  Ihod)  when  the  staining  of  such  neat  was  made 
compulsory.  The  delay  in  replacing  the  Regulations  which  lapsed,  one.  urages 
the  view  that  although  bona  fide  retailers  of  clean  food  arc  surrounded  by 
the  Food  Hygiene  Rogulati  ns,  those  who  deal  in  diseased  and  condemned  neat 
arc  not  thought  to  require  such  careful  supervision*

"  The  Bournemouth  and  District  hater  Company  and  the  Borou  ;h  oi‘ 
Poole  hater  Undertakings  are  the  Statutory  hater  Undertakers  dor  'the 
parishes  or  Oolehill,  Hampreston,  West  Parley,  Panphill,  Corfe  Mullen, 
Shape ick  and  Stuminster  Marshall. 


All  the  developed  parts  of  these  parishes  have  a  satisfactory 
water  supply  and  durin  195^  the  Borough  of  Poole’s  new  works  at 
Stuminster  Marslia.ll  were  completed  and  brought  into  operation,  and  a 
satisfactory  su"  ply  has  nor  been  afforded  to  Stuminster  Marshall  and 
Shaprick,  parts  of  which  previo  isly  were  served  from  temporary  sources 
which  have,  now  been  abandoned. 


The  Rural  District  Council  is  responsible  for  the  remainder 
of  the  district,  and  durin  *  195^  main  layi  g_  to  Pentridge  via  Woody  at  ’S  w? 
completed  and,  therefore,  it  can  be  stated  that  all  parishes  within  the 
Council’s  statutory  water  area  have  now  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a 
piped  water'  supply,  althou  h  in  some  areas  of  Vervood  the  pressure  has  not 
been  entirely  satisfactory. 


To  improve  pressure  in  the  parish  of  Verwood,  approval  ..as 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  lay  a  link 
main  from  Bdmondsham  to  Verwood  and  this  work  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  considerable  improvement  in  water  pressure  on  the  higher  ground 
in  Verwood  has  been  achieved.  In  the  Thre  Legged  Cross  area  of  Vervood 
low  water  pressure  at  times  is  still  bein  experienced,  but  the  Ministry 
have  approved  a  further  link  main  under  the  Regional  Water  Scheme  from  the 
village  of  Horton  to  Three  Legged  Cross  and  this  work  is  now  in  progress, 
and  it  is  anticipated  will  be  finished  in  September,  1957,  which  will  alsc 
bring  a  supply  of  piped  water  to  the  Mannin  ;ton  area. 


Mains  extensions  in  the  parish  of  Holt  were  completed  during 
the  year  and  a  piped  supply  is  now  available  to  the  Holt  Wood,  Higher  and 
Lower  Rowe,  and  God’s  Blessing  Green  areas. 


The  majority  of  the  dwellinghouses  supplied  have  an  internal 
supply,  but  some  properties,  previously  supplied  from  private  sources, 
particularly  in  the  parishes  of  Crichel,  Wit champ ton  and  Hinton  Kartell, 
have  standpipes  in  the  gardens.  These  properties  arc  gradually  being 
provided  with  indoor  facilities  under  Improvement  Grants,  and  the  same 
conditions  apply  to  a  few  scattered  properties  in  many  of  the  other 
villages  now  enjoying  for  the  first  time  an  adequate  piped  supply  of 
water.
